A volume, entitled Thoughts on Domestic 
Education, recently issued ia Bosvon, has re- 
ceived the 6pprobation of some on whose judg- 
ment, not beving seen the work ourselves, we 
are dieposed to place considerable reliance, An 
extract, which we find in the Boston Dairy 
Apvveatisen, contains what we presume the 
experienced will sanction as sound doctrine; 
though we incline to think that even these whe 
desire to see young ladies dabbling in chemistry, 
will protest againet ite application in practical 
housckeeping:—** The first lessons ef house- 
wifery should be practiced under the eye of the 
mother. At fifteen yearsof age, a gitl will know 
enough of arsthmetic te be ready at accounts, 
and will have suffferent judgment te reason fairly 
on what she observes. At that age she may 
occasionally attend her mother in her daily visit 
to the kitchen and the larder. Let her behold 
the arrangement of household business—the 
manner of giving directions—the plan of furnish- 
ing supplies: she will thus gradually imbibe a 
clear coaception of all such matters—she will 
undersiand the usefulness of method—she will 
find out the usual consumption of a family; she 
may be taught, by example, to censure with 
m'‘ldneas—to hsiento reasonable excuses—to be 
peromptory im just orders—to know what to ex- 
pet from the indvstry, and what to pardea to 
the frailty of domestics. To avoid a dangerous 
association with menials, it would be advisable 
to beund the exertions of the youthful house- 
keeper te superintendence. Unless urged by 
wmperious necessity, let net girls aseiet the la- 
bours of servants. it is money badly saved to 
make them perferm any humble business, 
which, for a few shillings, could be perform- 
ed by a hireling. The mother had better do it 
h M, if she ot afferd those few shillings, 
or dispense with smart clothing for herself or her 
child, to meet the expense, or he present when 
her child is se occupied, It is not from a senti- 
mest of pride that this point is 20 earnestly re- 
commended, but it is from a desire to check 
the dissemination of error. When « young la- 
dy and ber maid are engaged together in some 
eccupation, they must enter into conversation; 
now, of what nature must that conversation 
prove. The maid would not understand the 
wisdom, nor relish the morality, of her polite as- 
sociate, but both maid and miss could under- 
stead, and, we fear beth would relish, the retail- 
ed news of the day—anecdotes of neighbors and 
petty scandal. By this power of communication 
both maid and mies are contaminated. The me- 
nial ie encouraged in habits of espionage and 
ecandal, and the mind of the young lady is irre- 
parably vulgarimed and pomoned. 1t were better 
she should perform the whole labour in the par- 
leur or her own chamber, than that such a fearful 
risk should be rua by associating with a servant. 
The management of the breakfast and tea table, 
will induce some knowledge of performing the 
honours of the mistress of a howe. Occa- 
sionally, the whe'e arrangement of the house 
may be devolved on the young househceper.— 
At siateen she may be invested in all the rights 
and duties of household superintendence. The 
mother may sometimes interfere with advice, 
bat tet the whole responsibility rest with the 
daughter, that thus, bemg thrown on her own 
powers, she may early leara judiciously to exert 
those powers.
